UAM director resigns for Cranbrook 


After serving eight years 
at the University Art Mu- 
seum, Christopher Scoates 
will serve as first alumnus 
director of his alma mater.

University Art Museum director Christopher 
Scoates left Cal State Long Beach to lead as the 
first alumnus director at Cranbrook Academy 
of Art and Museum — one of the most presti- 
gious visual arts graduate schools in the nation. 

Scoates, who declined to comment, served 
his last day at the UAM Tuesday and will be- 
gin as Cranbrook’s new director on August | in 
Bloomfield Hills, Michigan. 

“He came to my office, and I have to say, I 
think he thought I was gonna kill him,” said 
Chris Miles, the dean of the art department, 
who described the day Scoates resigned as 
UAM director. 

“It just occurred to me that there really is 
no more perfect scenario than I can imagine,” 
Miles said. “I think that after [a] long silence, 
as I recall, the first words out of my mouth 
were, ‘Well, of course.”

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CSU 
receives 
over $140 
million in 
funding 


The funding will aid 
current programs and 
services.

The California State University re- 
ceived a new budget of $156.3 billion on 
Monday that would enable the 23-cam- 
pus system to increase enrollment, cur- 
rent campus programs and services. 

According to the CSU website, the 
new budget gave the CSU an increase of 
$144.2 million in base funding, which 
fell $95.4 million short of the $237.6 
million that the CSU Board of Trustees 
originally requested that would have 
guaranteed enrollment growth. 

The increase will also keep tuition 
stable at $5,472 per academic year for 
undergraduate students for the fourth 
consecutive year, according to the CSU 
website. 

$237.4 million will be used primarily 
for enrollment growth, and the remain- 
ing $152,000 will fund the California 
Studies Capital Fellows Program, a 
program in Cal, State Sacramento that 
provides hands-on experience on pol- 
icy processes that govern California, 
according to the CSU website. 

Junior business major Michelle Pan- 
toja said she believes the budget will be 
beneficial for students. 

“CSU and all school systems should 
always be placed in high priority be- 
cause in the long run, we are the fu- 
ture,” Pantoja said. “The more re- 
sources we are able to access, the more 
successful we as students can be...” 

The CSU Employees Union, howev- 
er, was not thrilled about the increase. 
On their website, they mention that the 
governor’s budget “under-funds the 
CSU’s budget request.” 

“T think it’s bad that they didn’t get 


- what they asked for,’ junior women’s, 


gender and sexuality studies major Ale- 
jandra Araiza said. “We really have to 
budget a lot more.” 

Nevertheless, Timothy White, chan- 
cellor of the CSU system, remained 
positive in an email that he sent out to 
CSU faculty and staff on June 25. 

“While the final result fell short of our 
request, it does not diminish the power 
of our collective voice and our steadfast 
commitment to student success,” White 
said in the email. “Nor does it diminish 
our resolve for going forward.” 

According to CSU’s website, their 
2013-14 budget for general funding for 
the 23 CSU campuses was $2.3 billion. 
The incoming $144.2 million is ap- 


_proximately 6.2 percent increase of last

Eighty-two-year-old 

anthropology major 
Edward Salkin died 

doing what he loved 
most: running.

A seat in the front row was always 
filled by a man with perfect teeth and a 
passion for knowledge. 

He shuffled into class every day with 
his wispy hair smoothed back, notebook 
tucked under the crook of his arm and a 
wrinkled smile. 

Eighty-two-year-old anthropology 
major Edward Salkin could outrun and 
out-talk the atypical student at Cal State 
Long Beach. 

“He was always so positive about 
life and had a can-do attitude,” CSULB 
alumna Jessica Ivey said, who was one 
of Salkin’s classmates. “He helped me 
see that there was nothing I could not 
accomplish if I set my mind to it.” 

Salkin died on Thursday, June 12 
after being hit by a truck while jogging 
in a bike lane along Pacific Coast High- 
way. 

In a prior interview with the Daily 
49er, Salkin said that before his studies 
at CSULB, he-earned a bachelor’s de- 
gree from University of California, Los 
Angeles and later a master’s degree in 
orthodontia from Loyola University’ in 
Chicago. 


He served as a dentist for the U.S. 

Army and later taught pediatric dentist- 
ry at USC for six years. Salkin was most 
recently pursuing a bachelor’s degree in 
anthropology at CSULB, and planned 
to graduate in 2016. 
_ Salkin’s first cousin, Julian Pollok re- 
members Salkin as a man who studied 
a wide range of subjects intently and 
passionately. 

“He was in some ways a renaissance 
man,” Pollok said. “He had so many 
interests in not really one single thing 
defined in life ... he was amazing in 
that regard.” 

Pollok said that Salkin was an avid 
runner, a pastime that Salkin adopted 

around 20 years ago. Since, he has run 
over 43 marathons and half marathons, 
Pollok said. 

“He spent more time running than 
with family,” Pollok said. 

Although Salkin never married nor 
had children, Pollok said that he was a 
teacher in every aspect of the word. As 
a lifelong student, he was always brim- 
ming with knowledge to share. 

He also worked as a tour guide at Los 
Angeles’ La Brea tar pits, and collected 
fossils and early human artifacts that he 
used to bring to his classes at CSULB. 

Pollok said that because Salkin suf- 
fered from prostate cancer several years 
ago, Salkin’s family requests that those 
wishing condolences send them in the 
form of donations to a number of chari- 
ties such as The Chao Center for Cancer 
Research, the Gavin Herbert Eye Insti- 
tute and the USC Norris Comprehensive 
Cancer Center rather than as flowers. 

Funeral services were held Friday, 
June 20, at the Pacific View Memorial 
Park in Corona del Mar. 


Mayan students share natural healing techniques

Students from the Universidad Inter- 
cultural Maya de Quintana Roo visited 
Long Beach for the first time to host a 
workshop on natural healing practices 
from Mayan culture on Wednesday. 

Roughly 30 people from Cal State 
Long Beach, students, faculty and Long 
Beach community members, attended 
the event at the Centro Salud es Cultura 
office. The workshop was held entirely 
in Spanish and Mayan. 

Assistant director of CSULB’s Cen- 
ter for Latino and Community Health 
Miguel Angel said it is the first time an 
event like this has been held. 

“We met them six months ago, and 
we're doing collaboration with other 


institutions in the Yucatan peninsula,” 
Angel said. “They approached us asking 
if we'd be interested in an exchange of 
students, and we said, “Yes, of course.” 

With a packed room of attendees, 
Britt Rios-Ellis, professor of health sci- 
ences and center for Latino community 
health, said that she was glad to see a 
positive outcome, and she emphasized 
the importance of creating communities. 

“By building those linkages and re- 
lationships, we hope to ferment a lot of 
collaboration because the Mayan com- 
munities from different places have huge 
sending communities not only here, but 
also up to the Salinas Valley in Califor- 
nia,’ Rios-Ellis said. 

While the presentation focused on tra- 
ditional Mayan health practices, the dis- 
cussion ranged from personal experiences 
to live examples of stomach massages. 
Some topics presented were “Health and 
Sickness,” “Diseases in the Yucatan Re- 
gion” and the “Origin of Diseases and 
Sickness Within Mayan Culture.” 

One of the Mayan students, Cruz 
German Mendricuti Xec, said in Span- 
ish that he was nervous about his first 
presentation, but then felt at home. 


“T was scared at first because I was in 
front of a lot of people, but my schoolmates 
gave me confidence,” Cruz German said. 

Besides studying medicine at school, 
the Mayan students also included how 
they actively stayed involved in pro- 
moting and educating their community 
about traditional health aspects. They 
showcased theater plays that focused 
on natural health, held educational fairs 
and classes and included images of their 
participation in Dia Mundial del Agua, 
otherwise known as World Water Day. 

When the Mayan students focused 
specifically on plant remedies, attend- 
ees immediately began jotting down 
notes and asking questions. 

One plant, like the Cedro, the stu- 
dents said, helps control nose bleeds, 
whereas the Orégano Grueso helps 
calm ear pain and eases coughing. 

Two attendees also received a Sobada 
de Cirro — a massage that aims to help 
the body reach equilibrium. 

Angel said that the students will be in 
California for 10 days and will leave on 
July 6. Throughout their time in the state, 
they have already done various presen- 
tations with the Mexican Consulate and 
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Mayan students demonstrate an example of a stomach massage. 


different clinics to see the differences 
and similarities between health systems. 

“After today, they will be doing a 
presentation with those who work with 
herbs and share what they know. They 
will have a conversation to share knowl- 
edge [about various herb and traditional 
medicine], "he said. 


Long Beach resident, Jaime Chavez, 
said he cleared his schedule to attend 
the workshop. 

“I’m from Mexico City, and I know 
there are many things in Mexico that I 
may not know exist, like workshops that 
focus on natural medicine, but this was 
fantastic,” Chavez said.

Scoates, who has lead the UAM for 
eight years, was selected as Cranbrook’s 
new director after having shown his in- 
novation skills by creating projects like, 
“Tamper,” a gesture recognition soft- 
ware and collaborations with groups 


such as the department of dance, design, 
the Bob Cole Conservatory of Music and 
the Carpenter Performing Arts Center. 
“The museum needed to build 
stronger relationships with the other 
departments,’ UAM Advisory Board 
President Michael Davis said, who has 
worked with Scoates for eight years. 
“Under Chris, there has been a 180 


degree transformation,” Davis said. 

Scoates has also worked with UAM 
Staff and UAM Advisory Board to pro- 
duce and present award-winning exhibi- 
tions and publications covering a broad 
range of art. He also helped expand UAM 
programming on campus, the Long Beach 
community and K-12 outreach. 

[lee Caplin, associate director of the 


UAM, who has worked for the museum 
for over 20 years, said that Scoates went 
beyond what critics thought the UAM 
capacity was and always tried new 
things to make the museum special. 
“Adding what a contemporary art 
museum does is really to redefine what 
art is, and that has been what Chris has 
tried to do here,” said Caplin. “What his 


sort of policy was to focus on artwork 
that blurs the boundaries between visu- 
al arts, music, technology, science and 
contemporary culture.” 

Davis said that no decision has yet 
been made on who the next UAM direc- 
tor or interim director will be, but that 
CSULB officials are in the process find- 
ing a replacement.

Long Beach remains safer than ‘safe and sane’ on Independence Day 


University Police will 
patrol on campus all 
day and night this 4th 
of July, as part of its 
regular campus pa- 
trol.

Without exception, fireworks are 
illegal in the city of Long Beach. De- 
spite related inquiries last January Long 


Beach district 8 councilmember Al 
Austin, the City Ordinance that bans the 
use of all fireworks in the city remained 
in place for this year. 

With Independence Day coming up 
Friday, several entities have provided 
information about various opportunities 
for legally viewing fireworks in Long 
Beach. 

Austin posted Wednesday on his 
Facebook page reminding Long Beach 
residents that violators will be penal- 
ized with up to a $1,000 fine, up to six 
months in jail, or both. 

The Communications Deputy for 
Austin’s office Heather Morrison said 
Austin’s interest in re-opening the con- 
versation for legalizing some fireworks

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in the city was primarily to allow for a 
possibility for local non-profit organiza- 
tions to fundraise. 

Morrison said “Safe and Sane fire- 
works are fairly easy to distinguish” 
from fireworks that would remain ille- 
gal in the city. 

“Obviously the conversation of safety 
concerns came up,” Morrison said of the 
discussion that took place last January 
and February among the city council. 
“Ultimately, the conclusion was reached 
that the city does not have the resources 
for policing the use of fireworks, and 
nothing more was done to move the is- 
sue forward.” 5; 

When Austin raised the question 
back in January, he aimed to put a 
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measure on the April 8 ballot, accord- 
ing to the Long Beach Press Telegram. 
The City Council delayed action on 
this inquiry, after a présentation from 
Fire Chief Mike DuRee, which showed 
a comparison of a lit match burns at 
600 degrees Farenheit, while a spar- 
kler burns from 1,600 to 1,800 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

“The truth is no fireworks or any 
other incendiary device is safe or sane,” 
DuRee said to the Press Telegram. 

Morrison said that part of Austin’s 
argument in defense of legalizing fire- 
works was that so many of the neigh- 
boring cities, like Carson, Compton, 
Bellflower, Paramount, Lakewood ,and 
Hawaiian Gardens, sell “safe“and sane” 


fireworks, and that it wouldn’t hurt the 
city to capitalize on the sales. 

For the past several years, firework 
lovers from the city have made their 
way to the top levels of the Cal State 
Long Beach parking structures to view 
the city’s firework shows. 

University Police will be patrolling 
the university grounds all day and all 
night, as part of its regular 24/7 cam- 
pus patrol. Campus Police said that no 
major firework related issues have been 
reported on campus in previous years 
around this time. No major issues are 
anticipated to occur this year.

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Is it constitutional to legally require all employers to fund healthcare plans that af- 
ford contraceptives, despite the personal beliefs of the employers? 


COTUS says no, but we think 

that might be the wrong answer. 

If the root of this debate were not 

grounded in religious preference, 

we might feel differently; however, 
‘it’s difficult to shy away from the fact that this 
debate arose as a result of a Christian corpora- 
tion’s beliefs. 

The fact of the matter is, even SCOTUS was 
fairly split on the question. In a 5-4 decision 
on Monday, the Christian-owned Hobby Lobby 
Stores, Inc. won the legal provision to opt out 
of paying for employee contraceptive care. 5-4 
is not exactly what one might call a landslide 
victory. 

America is a BI-partisan nation ... there are 
,always a minimum of two sides to every debate, 
and this one just happened to lean more right- 
wing than some would have hoped. Does that 


mean we shouldn’t question the rationale behind 
the ruling? Of course not. 

Hobby Lobby Stores, Inc.’s case is based on 
the precedent set by the 1993 Religious Freedom 
Restoration Act, which says, “government shall 
not substantially burden a person’s exercise of 
religion...” The case relied on this policy, which 
was a nearly unanimous court decision. 

First of all, we take issue with such subjectiv- 
ity as the term “substantially” in a legal matter 
like this. The act includes specific exceptions 
to the rule, of course, but in general, who was 
intended to determine how much one’s religious 
freedom might be burdened by a governmental 
policy? 

It seems like, in the Hobby Lobby case, SCO- 
TUS found that Obama Care’s requirement for 
employers to fund health care plans that include 
contraceptive care was too much of a burden 


for conservative employers. We can’t help but 
feel that an employer’s personal religious beliefs 
could not possibly be “substantially” burdened 
by simply asking that they fund a plan that ap- 
plies to someone else entirely. 

~ Employers were never asked to use contracep- 
tives themselves, or condone pre-marital sex, 

or vote in favor of abortion ... they were merely 


_asked to provide access to sexual healthcare, 


which is a necessity in a country where sexual 
activity is not going away any time soon. 
Constitution Daily reported that, back in 1997, 
the 1993 RFRA was determined to be unconstitu- 
tional. We wonder why the 2014 SCOTUS would 
allow for an outdated, possibly even unconstitu- 
tional, policy to stand as a basis for a major court 
decision. : 
Our fear is that, as has been the case in several 
instances with the past several administrations, 


SCOTUS has played too large of a role in policy- 
making, and agenda-setting. Obviously, the rul- 
ing disputes President Obama’s personal agenda, 
but does it have a leg to stand on in terms of the 
intended purpose of the Supreme Court? 

If the RFRA was deemed unconstitutional 
almost a decade ago, this week’s court decision 
failed to do its job in interpreting the constitu- 
tionality of a law. Even if the RFRA had not been 
repealed back in 1997, SCOTUS failed to apply it 
correctly. 

The debate should not be about the morals of 
using contraceptives, ... we are split on that here 
at the Daily 49er ourselves. The debate should 
focus on the role of SCOTUS and the goal of the 
current administration to provide basic care to 
meet the pressing needs of our fellow Americans. 

If our government entities continue to fail us, 
perhaps we need a Plan B. 


Supreme Court’s Hobby Lobby ruling is a step back for rule of law

f there is one concept underpin- 
ning our legal system, it is the 
rule of law. It is comparable 
to the right to a trial by jury, 
the right to know any charges brought 
against you and the right to protect your- 
self from self-incrimination. Without 
it, our legal system is so malleable that 
it borders on useless. So, seeing the Su- 
preme Court undermine such an essential 
principle in the recent Burwell v. Hobby 
Lobby decision is absolutely alarming. 
When the Supreme Court voted 
5-4 to exempt certain businesses from 
provisions requiring contraceptive 
coverage in employee health plans, it 
was shocking. Besides the problems in- 
volved in depriving employees of things 
the employer finds immoral, without 
caring to ask if the employees feel the 
same way, it was a complete aberration 
of our basic democratic principles. 
Rule of law is a principle central 
to American society. Thomas Paine 
summed it up concisely with a simple 
contrast. He said that in despotic soci- 
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eties, the king is law. His whims over- 
rode written law, and the law became 
nothing but words on a page when it 
contradicted his wishes. However, 

in free societies, law is king. Laws 
passed by the democratic representa- 
tives of the people are the only true 


‘rulers in free societies. And when law 


is king, the dynamism of the relation- 
ship between laws and people becomes 
clear. People elect those who make the 
laws and are subject to the laws of the 
country. Everyone from the President, 
to Congress, to your neighbors are 
subject to the same laws. 

The Affordable Care Act was 
passed by both Houses of Congress 
and signed into law by the President. It 
is law; there is no gray area here. The 
Supreme Court issuing an exemption 
to account for the faith of employers 
is not only paternalistic and unfair, it 
is completely outside of their constitu- 
tional purview. 

The Supreme Court, in recent years, 
has become an outlet for making policy

‘ outside of the presidency and congress. 


While Obama has been ramping up 
his presidential edicts, sorry, I mean 
executive actions, in order to bypass 
a deadlocked congress, the Supreme 
Court has been, for years, making 
large policy decisions through the 
court system, and this is not what the 
Supreme Court was designed for. The 
Supreme Court was designed for test- 
ing the constitutionality of legislation 
and resolving disputes between states. 

The increasingly activist court has 
been used on all sides of the political 
spectrum. While the Hobby Lobby 
and Citizens United rulings have been 
landmark cases for the right wing in 
this country, the liberals of this coun- 
try have enjoyed accelerated progress 
on the issue of gay marriage due to the 
court striking down the Defense of 
Marriage Act. 

While the court may do things that I 
agree with from time to time, it is still 
clear that it is over-stepping its boundar- 
ies. Nothing makes this more apparent 
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than the Hobby Lobby ruling, in which 
the five justices who ruled in favor of 
religious exemptions to the laws of this 
country were supposed conservatives 
who tend to practice restraint and avoid 
making such broad rulings. However, 
their judicial conservatism took a back- 
seat to their political conservatism, and 
they chose to make a bold precedent to 
favor their political leanings. 

Justice Ginsberg expressed concern 
at the idea that something as per- 
sonal as a sincere religious belief can 
make one exempt from nearly any 
law. In this case, it means that you 
can contradict established law when 
making decisions for other people, 
namely your employees. It does not 
end at birth control either, this case 
sets a precedent for any religious 
person heading a business to deny 
their employees basic medical services 
that they themselves do not believe 
in. Working for a company owned by 
Scientologists may soon mean that you 
will not be allowed to use your insur-

ance to pay for psychiatric medication. 
Working for Jehovah’s Witnesses may 
mean something as vital as a blood 
transfusion may not be covered.

You know how this works already. 
Every four years you talk yourself into 
thinking the country you root for has 
a chance in the FIFA World Cup. ‘If 
we could just make it out of the group 
stage,’ you tell yourself, thinking more 
with your heart than your brain. Hope is 
always great; it’s why we watch sports 
to begin with. In reality, though, only a 
handful of countries have a legitimate 
shot to win. 

But success isn’t the same for every 
country. There are those who expect 
to win (Brazil, Spain and Germany), 
and others who have to make a deep 
run (Portugal, England, Argentina and 
Italy). It’s all about expectations and the 
standard to which you are held . That’s 
how you gauge success in the World 
Cup. With that in mind, let’s take a 
closer look at which countries and in- 
dividual players have been the biggest 
surprises and disappointments so far. 


) : Brazil

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* CONCACAF: a consistent presence at the World Cup, but never fully respect- 
ed, the Confederation of North, Central American and Caribbean Association 
Football made a giant impact this time around that glued many to their TV’s. Rep- 
resented by four clubs (United States, Mexico, Costa Rica and Honduras), CON- 
CACAF secured wins against Italy, Uruguay, Ghana and Croatia, all clubs who are 
vastly superior in talent and skill. They also managed to tie Brazil, Portugal and 
England. Three of the four (United States, Mexico and Costa Rica) made it out of 
the group stage and into the round of 16. Costa Rica remains the lone CONCACAF 
representative as the quarterfinal matches are beginning to take shape. 


* James Rodriguez: The 22-year-old Colombian midfielder has quickly become 
the star of the World Cup. He leads all World Cup scorers with five goals, including 
two against Uruguay in the round of 16. Colombia was ranked in the top 10 com- 
ing into the tournament, though a large part of that had to do with superstar striker 
Radamel Falcao. But Falcao was ruled out before the tournament with an injury, 
leaving a scoring void for a country that had never made it past the group stage. 
Enter Rodriguez. The AS Monaco player wasn’t a big name heading into the World 
Cup. But he’s got everyone’s attention now, including his team’s next opponent, 
prohibitive favorite Brazil. 


France: Four years ago, in South Africa, several players on the French national 
team decided to stage a mutiny against their manager Raymond Domenech in dis- 
agreement of the team’s strategy, a low point for the team. 

Fast-forward to 2014: Didier Deschamps is now in charge, and the French have 
an infusion of young talent to help restore the legacy of a once-proud nation. Club 
stalwarts Thierry Henry and Nicolas Anelka are out. Frank Ribery, a cornerstone 
and leader for the French national team for over a decade, will miss the World 
Cup with an injury. Karim Benzema, Olivier Giroud and Paul Pogba are in. The 
results have been eye-turning. France easily demolished their competition in the 
group stage and then eliminated Nigeria 2-0 in the round of 16. They’ll now face 
Germany in quarterfinals, where they’1I look to solidify their status as one of the 
world’s elite.

SURPRISES DISAPPOINTMENTS 


¢ England: The country that invented fiitbol seems to see the same fate every four 
years — disappointment, anger and pretty soon, apathy. Again, England failed to 
make an impact in the World Cup, this time unable to make it out of the group stage. 
They have all the talent in the world, which is nothing new. Some viewed them as a 
dark horse to maybe win the whole thing, though it’s hard to believe a team as skilled 
as this could be viewed as an underdog. Changing the manager didn’t work, and more 
talent hasn’t necessarily been a solution. 


¢ Diego Costa: It probably isn’t fair to just blame Diego Costa for Spain’s failure. 
Just about anyone from La Furia Roja could be named here. But it was Costa who 
made the extremely unpopular, and even controversial, decision to turn down the 
chance to play for Brazil in order to join Spain. Both are powerhouses with traditions 
few can match. 

On the outside there appeared to be no wrong answer, but the people of Brazil took 
it personally, going as far as calling Costa a traitor. Costa was going to have to have a 
huge World Cup if he wanted to silence his critics, but he failed miserably. Not only 
did he not score a goal, he didn’t even have a shot target. He botched opportunity after 
opportunity. The vicious boos from the Brazilian crowds got to him, and the rest of 
his teammates followed his demise. 


¢ Luis Suarez: He did it again. He bit another player, the third time it’s been docu- 
mented in his career. Suarez was coming off an incredible season with Liverpool in 
the English Premier League. He led the league in goals, but more importantly, he was 
starting to change the image that people had of him. Many thought, and sometimes 
justified, that he was a lunatic. His behavior on and off the pitch was unsavory. But it 
was starting to change, and for a while, many embraced his ferocious personality and 
deemed the past as the past, but not anymore. 

In the match against Italy, the Uruguayan striker bit Italian defenseman Gior- 
gio Chiellini in the shoulder. No booking was given, just bite marks on Chiel- 
lini’s shoulder. Suarez was rightfully banned from the World Cup, suspended nine 
matches and four months from all futbol activity. Maybe this will change Suarez 
for the better.
